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In a meeting with Guatemalan President Alvaro Colom, Bush emphasized 
the need for the US, Mexico and Central America to unite in their efforts 
to combat drugs.

Guatemala’s Alvaro Colom came to the White House to ask 
President George W. Bush to extend Temporary Protected Status to 
undocumented Guatemalan immigrants in the United States. 

The two presidents discussed immigration, energy, trade and the 
war on drugs in their first meeting since Colom took office Jan. 14, 
replacing Oscar Berger. In a statement to the press after the meeting, 
Bush said he assured Colom that he would consider expanding the TPS 
program to include Guatemalans. 

Sixty percent of the estimated 1.2 million Guatemalans living in 
the United States are undocumented. Since Jan. 1, 2007, Washington 
has deported more than 30,000 people back to Guatemala. 

The president has the authority to grant TPS to citizens of countries 
battered by natural disasters or armed conflict. Hondurans, Nicaraguans 
and Salvadorans currently benefit from TPS. Peru has also asked to be 
granted that status. In a statement this weekend, the U.S. ambassador 
to Guatemala, James Derham, expressed his doubts that the status will 
be extended to Guatemalans. A major part of the conversation between 
Bush and Colom dealt with the war on drugs. 

“We're doing everything necessary to eliminate drug trafficking 
and drug traffickers from our country,” the Guatemalan president said, 
and thanked the United States for the help it has given in that area, 
which included sending four helicopters.

México (EFE) — México realiza compras anticipadas e incrementa 
sus reservas de granos para garantizar el abasto y precios bajos en los 
productos de la canasta básica en 2008 “ante el alza internacional de 
alimentos”, informó la estatal Diconsa. La empresa, cuya misión es 
llevar abasto suficiente de productos básicos y complementarios (aba- 
rrotes, maíz, fríjol, arroz, leche y azúcar) a las comunidades rurales 
más pobres del país, cuenta este año con 2,300 millones de pesos (unos 
218.000 millones de dólares) para cumplir sus programas de abasto 
rural y de apoyo alimentario. 

Así lo'ánunció el director general de Diconsa, Salomón Cherto- 
rivski, en declaraciones a la prensa antes de reunirse con la Comisión de 
Desarrollo Social de la Cámara de Diputados, indicó en un comunicado 
la oficina de prensa del Congreso. Por el “alza de precios internacional 
estamos tomando las medidas para hacer las compras anticipadas, 
coberturas y futuros inventarios para garantizar precios estables por lo 
que resta del año”, manifestó Chertorivski. 

El Ministro de Agricultura de México, Alberto Cárdenas, ha dicho 
que el país está preparado para hacer frente a la demanda nacional de 
alimentos, pese a las condiciones adversas en los mercados interna- 
cionales de granos. 

El Gobierno basa en parte su confianza en el hecho de que la Secre- 
taría de Agricultura (Sagarpa) estima que el país obtendrá este año una 
cosecha récord de 195 millones de toneladas de productos agrícolas.

At the metal wall that ex- 
tends into the ocean to mark the 
point where Latin America ends, 
Mexicans visit Playas Tijuana to 
get together with relatives and 
swim under the watchful eye of 
the U.S. Border Patrol. “I come to 
see a girlfriend who doesn’t have 
papers,” Juan Pablo, a 46-year-old 
Mexican living in the United States 
who comes to Playas Tijuana each 
week, told Efe. 

A house painter, Juan Pablo 
sits down every weekend next to the 
metal tubes that mark the Mexican- 
U.S. border between Playas Tijuana 
and Imperial Beach, California. “It’s 
a division of Mexican territory from 
American” territory, said the man, 
who has the proper authorization to 
work legally in the United States. 

Juan Pablo, who did not give 
his last name, told Efe that he has 
three children, two of whom live in 
the United States and one in Mexico, 
and he invites them on various oc- 
casions to meet him on the Tijuana 
beach. 

On the American side is Board 
Field International Park, with its 
broad concrete walkways and ex- 
tensive zones of grass and beach, 
along with a panoramic view of 
San Diego. On the Mexican side, a 
busy town flourishes with its large 
bullring located just 50 meters (163 
feet) from the boundary standing 
out among the hundreds of houses 
and its business growing because 
of the tourist activities of the many 
families who gather there to enjoy 
a little time together. 

Playas Tijuana is the favorite 
spot of lower-middle-class families 
in Tijuana, and every weekend the 
place fills with people who prepare 
their food on the beach, while the 
children swim in the sea near the 
border wall that provides them some

protection from the waves, currents 
and wind. 

Playas Tijuana resident Arturo 
Fong told Efe that the metal barrier 
was put there starting in 1993 with 
so-called U.S. Operation Guardian 
and that it forced undocumented 
Mexicans to head eastward out into 
the desert to try and find a suitable 
spot to sneak across the border to 
find work in the United States. 

Some of the visitors say that the 
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metal slats, tubes and panels used 
in the wall comes from the remains 
of materiel and equipment that 
were used by the United States in 
the 1991 Persian Gulf War. Motor- 
cycle-mounted Border Patrol agents 
videotape and take photographs of 
any attempt to cross the frontier, a 
helicopter flies over the site every 
half hour and along the coast there 
are always boats monitoring every 
movement.

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Computer-Induced Eye Strain 


In a recent study conducted 
by researchers at the University 
of Minnesota, high school kids 
were found to have drastically 
increased the amount of time 
they spent using a computer each 
week. High school boys spent 
over 15 hours a week using a 
computer in 2004, up from nearly 
10.5 hours a week in 1999. High 
school girls over the same period 
of time saw their usage increase 
from 8.8 hours per week to just 
over 11. 

While this may or may not 
lend credence to the notion that 
Americans are becoming more 
sedentary, another problem could 
also be resulting from so much 
time being spent in front of a 
computer. Too much time spent 
staring at a computer screen could 
potentially be very damaging to 
a person’s vision, regardless of 
the person’s age. To combat eye 
strain that might result from hours 
looking at a monitor, consider the 
following tips. 

* Keep your distance. 
Whether you use a desktop or lap- 
top computer, maintain a distance 
of at least 20 inches between you 
and the monitor. 

* The need for speed. A 
slower computer will force you 
to spend more time staring at the 
screen. A faster computer will 
save you time and do less damage 
on your vision. 

* Catch up with the times. 
Older monitors don’t boast the 
resolution of LCD monitors that 
have lower emissions and provide

greater focus across the entire 
monitor. Most new computers 
are available with LCD moni- 
tors that, when compared to the 
damage they might cause on your 
vision, are well worth the extra 
money. 

* Keep things light. Read- 
ing a computer screen in a dark 
room makes it more difficult for 
your eyes to focus on what you're 
reading. Keep any room in which 
you're using a computer well-lit 
and don’t rely solely on the light 
coming from your computer, 
regardless of how bright it might 
seem.

Acapulco — New, low-price 
Mexican vacation packages were 

ut together in mid-April when 
nearly 400 wholesalers - companies 
that buy bulk quantities of airline 
seats. hotel rooms and ground ser- 
vices - came here to cut deals with 
some 500 companies in the Mexican 
tourism industry. The wholesalers 
(also known as tour operators) make 
the deeply discounted packages 
available to retail travel agents, who 
in turn pass the savings on to their 
customers. 

The four-day event was the 
33rd Tianguis tourism marketplace, 
staged annually by the Mexican 
government in the immense Acapul- 
co Convention Center. All 32 Mexi- 
can states participated in Tianguis 
this year to showcase their tourism 
products at some 430 booths. 

News conferences during the 
event briefed hundreds of journal- 
ists on the latest developments on 
the Mexican resort scene. For ex- 
ample, Fonatur, Mexico’s tourism 
development agency, announced 
that residential and commercial 
properties at its new Litibu mega- 
resort on the Riviera Nayarit north 
of Puerto Vallarta “are 100 percent 
sold out.” 

Fonatur is now shifting its 
focus to another project further up 
the Riviera Nayarit to be called El 
Capomo. Plans call for luxury hotels

with a total of 2,000 rooms plus 
more than 2,000 condo units and 
private residences. Property sales 
on the 38-acre resort are expected 
to start in November. 

North of the city in Nuevo 
Mazatlan, the $1.2 billion Diamond 
Beach project continues to take 
shape along two miles of prime 
beachfront. A senior executive of the 
ultra-luxurious Quinta Real chain 
told La Oferta that the company will 
very likely build a property at Dia- 
mond Beach and possibly another in 


the restored “Old Town” section of 


Mazatlan. Also on tap for Mazatlan 


is a long-awaited convention center 


expected to open by mid-2009. 


Meanwhile, across the country 
on the Costa Maya - a 70-mile strip 
of white sand Caribbean beaches 


on the lower third of the Yucatan 
Peninsula - Fonatur is moving 
ahead with a 31,000-acre project 
initially planned to offer 3,600 
lodging units. 

The world-famous resort of 
Cancun on the northern tip of the 
peninsula has fully recovered 
from extensive damage caused by 
Hurricane Wilma in 2005, officials 
reported. A spokesman for the Can-

cun Convention and Visitors Bureau 
said the resort now offers “the high- 
est concentration of luxury-class 
hotel rooms in Mexico,” with 13 
percent of its 26,400 rooms rated 
five-star and above.
